This information may be useful for those who have "VU" meters on phone patches, stereo 
equipment, amplifiers, etc: 


@ Dbm is defined as "1 milliwatt of powere into a 600 ohm load at 1 KHz" 
This is the equivalent of 0.775 volts or 0.001265 ampere by application 
of Ohm's Law. 

P=E2/Z; .001=E*/600; 0.6=E2; E=0.77459667 or 0.775 volts. 


1°Z; .001=17x600; .0000016=12; I=0.0012649 Amp. 


So, feed a 1KHz (1000 Hz) source into a 600 ohm load and adjust the signal 
level until the voltage across the load is 0.775 (or the current through the 
load is 0.001265 amp). Connect the VU meter with its calibrating resistor 


across

the load and adjust for "@'' at the @ Dbm on the meter scale.
